There has been an increase in reports of shop lifting; additional foot patrols resulted in the
apprehension of a shop lifting in progress.

Pierson for his diligence regarding the involvement in the
apprehension of a homicide suspect. The job that Det. Pierson was instrumental in the apprehension.
